AKecoriine co your telerram Hos. 199 and 209, I have con to understand 
the government pc licy concerning the present incident which is not to extend 
the situation as much as possible as well as to avoid strictly unico ssury 
udvance, and I, .n conformity with the above principle, hove been endeavouring 
to carry throuzh the governm nt policy by n vgotistin: with the .rmy a6 much 28 
possible. But, if I am allowed to oxpress my opinion, the subsequent actions 
taken by the Arny seem to mo to be betraying the government policy without 
exception, especially evon the military actions outside the South Manchurisn 
Railway zone were carried out without any information to mee. iihile I wus 
giving the Arry earcful advice on various matters according to the zovernment 
policy on the occasion of several interviews I had with the Commander-in-Chief, 
they always made pleusible replies, yet in fact, they made stoady extension of 
military actions, nd especially since the lest day or two the 4rmy “ead- 
quarters have begun to show us the attitude of avoiding to furnish us with 
information as much as they oan Nhile I am civing to my Consular Staffs 


instructions to help the army with sincerity in military trifling actions such 
as matters concerning the maintenance of pence and order in the walled city of 
MUKDEN and tho rchebilitation of the municipal administrotion, apart from the 
matters connected with the fundamental national policy, it seems to me that 
the staff officors of the Headquarters sre lookins at us not a little with 
suspicious eyeSe Thus, it is unfortunate to sec the circumstances here vory 


difficult to keep our relation vith the Army harmonious in this time of 
national crisis. 


On the other hand, the present situation has begun to show th ni ture 
of utmost seriousness to our country 4s repeatedly toleernphed, still rotting 
daily worse. In order to prevent this I om confident that there will be no 
negligence on the rovernment to take proper mersures 4S our consulats ar 
tryinz with utmost efforts to check the situation being ag travated. Unfortu- 
nately, however, the situ tion hns now become so bad vhab I can do alacst 
nothing bub rerain a sera spectator. 


Thorefore, I tuke this opportunity to express my sarnest desire that 
the government in TOKYO will fully warn the Army 80 thut their actions could 
bo put back to their orizinal track immodiutelye (Top secret agrinst out- 
side wanted)
